The action of the chemists followed | 
wholesale dismissal of all chemists 
employed by Mr. Brewn as commis-' 
sioner of agriculture. 

The chemists charged that the “‘sum- 
mary dismissal ~ the entire force of 
the state chemical laboratory by the 
new cowmissioner of agriculture, 1n- 
ciading the state chemist,” resnited in 
a grave menace to public health in 
that “due to the sudden disruption 
of the routine work of the state chem- 
ist, the public hea!th is now in grave 
danger from the scle of adulterated, 
unwholesome and decomposed foods. 
such as milk, meats, fish and canned 
goods.” 

Commissioner Talmadge stated that 
tne present 10 employees who replaced 
the 19 under the Brown regime are 
“not only keeping up with all the 
work that is coming in, but are com- 
pleting work which has accumulated 
since last February” under Mr. Brown. 
, Opposes Civil Service. 

Representatives of the chemists pre- 
sented Mr. Talmauge with a copy of 
the resolutions Friday at his office. 

He told them that he “had done the 
one thing to get the chemical profes- 
sion of Georgia out of politics by get- 
ting rid of the Brown employees of 
the state chemical laboratory. 


The commissioner said Friday aft- 
ernoon that “such a thing (civil serv- 
ice) as that is absolutely preposter- 
ous under a democratic form of gov- 
ernment. Il am absolutely against 
anything which tries to perpetuate 
anyone in office. 

“We are educating and graduating 
chemists every year from the beni 
colleges and universities it, Georgia 
and why shouldn't fhey be given a 
ehance?

“IT am in receipt of your letter to 
Earl J. Davis accompanied by your 
statement regarding the long series of 
vituperative articles which since May. 
1920, has appeared in The Dearborn 
Independent -and which contains the 
most violent attacks upon the Jews 
You now declare that after an exami- 
nation of those articles you feel shock- 
ed and mortified because of the harm 
which they bave done, and you ask 
for our forgiveness.

P. Davey, professor of physical chem- 
istry in Pennsylvania State college, 
sail today in an address before the 
Institute of Chemistry of the Ameri- 
can Chemical society. 

Some atoms are free, while others 
are slaves. Their environment shapes 
their behavior. Some cling together 
in twos and threes, others move about 
displacing rival atoms, and still others 
remain tied up. Atomic conduct, ex- 
posed by the X- “ray, is disclosing 
knowledge of nature's processes, which, 


it is believed, will enormously simplify 
the problems of industry. 

“Research workers at the Peunsyl!- 
vania State college and at other places 
who are studying steels and their al- 
loys by means of X-rays hope.” Dr. 
Davey declared, “that by continuing 
their work over a term of years they 
ma~ be able to write prescriptions for 
alloys in much the same way and 
with the same degree of certainty that 
an engineer has when he draws the 
design of a new machine.” 

Dr. Davey said a study of the ef-

Harry i Chitwood, Warren, Pa., 
hook salesman and student at the 
University of Tennessee, testified that 
in 1925 Mildred Marr trixd to shoot 
herself with his pistol while sitting by 
him on a settee in her own home, and 
that only by struggling with her was 
he able to prevent her ending her life. 

Bitterly assailed by prosecution 
cowhsel for keeping to himself for over 
a year this important story, Chitwood 
remained unshaken, merely replying: 

“IT knew my testimony was valuable 
and. did not want to see an innocent 
man suffer for something I knew he 
did not do aad which I once narrowly 
escaped.” 


Fits of Depression. 

Chitwood told of frequent fits of 
depression suffered by the girl and of 
two other alleged attempts at suicide 
made by her. She often threatened 
to kill herself, he said. 

The attempt with his revolver was 
made after he had made a trip to 
Nashville and paid a visit to her home, 
Chitwood said. He had recovered a 
pistol belonging to her brother and 
was taking it home to Red Boling 
Springs. He showed it to her and she 
asked for it and kept it for a while.
